Government Says 
Food Prices Down 
At End Of July 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 
The government reported today a 
slight, overall drop In retail food 
prices during the last half of July. 
The report by the bureau of la- 


bor statistics was based on a spec- 
ial survey of 25 foods in 13 large 
cities, as of Julv 31. The spot study 
was made because of congressional 
action on possible price controls 
in view of the Korean crisis. 
BLS Commissioner Ewan Clague, 


reported to Secretary of Labor To- 
bln that although prices of 18 of 
the foods went up, the rises were 
more than offset by "sharp sea- 
sonal declines in retail prices for 
fresh vegetables and lower prices 
for fresh pork." 
He estimated retail prices on all 


foods to bK about two-tenths of one 
per cent lower than on July 15. 
He also estimated the retail food 
price , index at 210.2 per cent of 
the 1935-1939 average. This was 
still 2.7 per cent above the Index 
for June 15, and three per cent 
below the record of July 1948.

Senate Democratic and Republican 
leaders trod separate paths today 
toward the common* objective of 
tightening up home fro"ht security 
against Communist and subver- 
sive activity. . 
Their

While this maneuvering -was go- 
ing on, the senate showed a com- 
plete readiness to vote tougher 
home defense controls once agree 
ment is reached on their form. 
Without a dissent it passed 
three stiff Internal security mea- 
sures, including one which would 
permit the government to bar 
from the United States any sus- 
pected subversive alien. Not even

The security bills approved by 


the senate would: 
1. Revise the immigration laws 
to allow the government to bar or 
oust any alien, including diplomats, 
on grounds of public safety.

2. Make peacetime espionage for 
a foreign power punishable by 
death or up to 30 years' Imprison- 
ment.

3. Give heads of agencies desig- 
nated as "Sensitive" permanent 
authority to suspend or fire em- 
ployees considered to be bad se- 
ourity risks.

U. S. troops Thursday drove 13 
miles almost to the outskirts of 
Chinju and snapped shut behind 
them an armored trap on possibly

Under discussion was a section 
of the pending legislation provid- 
ing that in any state where 1950 
cotton plantings topped 3,000,000 
acres, grain sorghums, flax 
and 
other "war crops" should be re- 
garded as^cotton in figuring 1951 
quotas.

Only Texas grew more than 3,- 


000,000 acres last year. 
Mahon District Loses. 
The new provision would cause 
a redistribution of quotas in the 
state, with four south and West 
Texas congressional districts los- 
ing acreage while the remaining 
17 districts would gain.

In a two-hour session starting 


5 p. m.i the board also revealed 
that the joint city-school board of 
equalization will consist of John 
Murchison, chairman; Roark Mont- 


- gomery, Nath Garrett, and Roy Har- 
rlson. The latter will do appraising 
for the schools. 
This board will set us appraisers 


for about two weeks, and then func- 
tion as the equalization board, Nor 
wood announced. 
The 
annual public hearing on 
the 
1950-51 school year budget 


will be held at 5 a. m. September 
C, the board decided on recom- 
mendation of Norwood. This will 
be mostly a lormality, since a gen- 
eral idea of the school's needs for 
the year has already been provid- 
ed by the superintendent. It will 
be approximately the same 
as 
last year's $584,000 budget. 
Two new teachers — Donald Hig- 
glns, Sam Houston school, and Miss 
Jeanotte Middleton, junior high — 
were approved. A salary raise for 
Band Director H. L. Hill was dis- 
cussed, and a committee was nam- 
ed to recommend the figure.

Peaches 
may be scarce 
this 
year, so you may want to store 
oome of their sunny goodness for 
later use. Here's how to stretch 
them with plums in a eood home- 
made jam. And for a special sum- 
mer treat glorify the usual ground

peach halves to serve with them. 


, Peach and Plum Jam. 


Ingredients—1 1-2 pounds (about) 
soft ripe peaches, i pound (about) 
fully ripe plums, 7 1-2 cups sug- 
ar, 1 bottle fruit pectin. 


Method—Peel anri nit peaches. 


Grind or chop verv fine. Pit (do 
not peel) plums. 
Cut in small 


pieces and 
chop. 
Mix peaches 


and plums and measure 4 1-2 cups 
into a very large saucepan. Add 
sugar to fruit In saucepan and 
mix well. Place over high heat, 
bring to a full rolling boil 
and 


boil hard 1 minute, stirring con- 
stantly. 
Remove from heat and 
at once stir in fruit pectin. Then 
stir and skim by turns for 
5 


minutes to cool slightly, to pre- 
vent floating fruit. 
Ladle quickly 


into glasses. 
Paraffin at once. 
Makes about 12 six-ounce glass- 
es. 
Broiled Peaches. 


Ingredients—6 
fresh 
peaches, 
1-4 cup lemon juice, 1-4 cup vita- 
minized margarine, 3 tablespoons 
white or brown sugar, 1-4 cup red 
cinnamon candies (or 1 teaspoon 
cinnamon), ground meat patties, 
bacon strips.

Investigators 
Find More Poison 
Victims At Rice 


Health department officials to- 


day said theiz- Investigations of poi- 
sonings at Rice have revealed that 
four other persons, besides mem- 
bers of the J. L. Leach family have 
been exposed to some sort of poi- 
soning. 


E. C. Nelson of the state health 
department said Hugh Bell, Hen- 
ry Johnson, Jim Bolt and H. R. 
Hall, all employees at a cotton gin, 
wore poisoned Friday and Satur- 
day. Two of the men required doc- 
tor's cara but none were hospital- 
ized. 


Nelson said he belives the shal- 
low water well at the gin may be 
responsible for thepoisonings. 
He pointed out that all membrs 


of the Leach family used water 
from this well as did the four men. 
"None of the men," he said, 
"were at the Leach home nor did 
they drink anything but the well 
water while working at the gin." 


Nelson also said that all the gin 
workers but Bolt became ill Fri- 
day, while Bolt who drank less of 
the water than others didn't be- 
come sick until Saturday. 
Samples of the well water have 


been sent to Austin, Nelson said 
:o be analyzed. He said investlga- 
lions were to be continued at Rice 
today.

Until about 18 months ago, ulc- 
Carver was at the laundry near- 
ly every day. Now a little older 
and not in the prime of health, 
his trips to the plant arc not as 
frequent but he still maintains 
an active Interest In Its opera-

McCarver started in the laun- 
dry business in Dallas when he 
was 18 years old and opened up 
his 
first 
laundry in Corsicana 
about 45 years ago. 
During the 45 years in this city 
he operated from three differeent 
buildings and has been in the. 
present locatioon at Main 
and j 
Fourth for more than 20 years.

Up until about 20 yars ago ho 
operated with a partner but took 
over the entire business around 
1930. 
The name of McCarver's first 
laundry in Corsicana was 
the 
Corsicana Steam Laundry. 
This 
was changed to th present title 
with the addition of a dry clean- 
Ing system about 15 years ago. 


During: his 62 years in 
the 


laundry business, McCarver has 
seen machinery and equipment 
change and improve. 
He las 
seen laundry operations change 
from 
hand 
power 
and 
wasb 


boards and hand Irons to 
mod- 


ern machinery which whips out 
the family wash and prepares 
H for homo delivery In a 
mat- 
ter of hours. 
He also has seen his business 


grow from a few hundred pounds 
a. week to several thousand pounds 
weekly. He feels he has one of 
the most modern laundry plants of 
any .small city.

Dry cleaning wasn't added un- 
til about a decade and a half ago 
There's a story in this. 
McCarver refused 
to add the 
dry cleaning plant prior to that 
time because many of his friends 
were In thg business and because 
they were his .friends he didn't 
want to be their competitors. 
He still has friends in the dry 
cleaning business, but changes in 
types of clothing and moder-n Im- 
provements made it necessary to 
add the chemical, cleaning busi- 
ness. 


Up until the time of the war 
the local 
laundry operated 
its 
own generator and made part of 
Its own electricity. 
The elderly 
laundry opera'tor 
etlll marvels at the changes he 
has seen in his,-business. 


He recalled. "It's not hard to

Jaycees Start Circulating Swim Pool Bond Petitions 


Petitions calling for a bond elec- 


tion of at least $70,000 to finance a 
municipal swimming 
pool 
were 


placed In circulation Tuesday .by 
-the 
Corslcana Junior Chamber of 


Commerce. 


The petitions were handed out 
Monday night at a general meeting 
of the Chamber in the Navarro'Ho- 
tel. Within a week, the organiza- 
tion hopes to have 1,000'stgnatures. 
Ten team captains were named 
by President Hal Bookout, who 
reminded the Jaycees that "we 
•re performing a public service." 
He urged each captain to secure 
100 signatures to his team'* peti- 
tion and report back to the board 
of director* Monday. 
"The people of Corslcana have 


complained of the poor recreational 
facilities," said Bookout. "Nowthey 
Will be given an opportunity to do 
something about it.' 
The 
proposed 
swimming pool 


Would cost about $70,000, according 
to estimates furnished the Jaycees 
by reputable architects. The peti- 
tions, however, urge the City Com- 
mission to call a bond election for 
the purpose of-voting at least $70,- 
000 In bonds for the pools construc- 
tion, "or for $100,000 if in your judg- 
ment it Is advisable to Include this 
additional sum for a park or parks 
in other parts of the city." 
It Is probable that-such a bond 
Issue could be retired in 20 years 
by adding only two or three cents 
on the $100 valautlbn. 
It has been announced that the 


city will furnlih.a site at the'Clty 
Park, which for many years 
has 


not served a very useful purpose. 
Signers of the petition need. not 


hold a poll tax receipt. They ne«d 
only be property taxpaying citizens 
in the city.

Although long on the Jaycee*'

of the Junior Chamber. The en- 
tire citizenry and all service

Amateur Athletic. Union '(AAU) re- 
•qulrements, measuring 120 feet in 
length, 40 feet wide at the deepest 
point and 85 fe«t across at the shal- 
lowest, section.

A Little-Known Jewish Leader 
Headed A Great Revival 


Ezra Gave His People What Our Country 
Desperately Needs Today—His Message 
Bible-Centered—This Ancient Movement 
Full Of Suggestions For Present 
Church Advance

Ezra, the Scribe, Is a little known 
Bible character. He la well known 
to students olt the Bible who have 
studied the structure of the Great 
Book, for Ezra probably had more 
to do with putting the Old Testa- 
ment Into Its present form than 
any other man. But the average 
Bible 
reader knows 
very little 
about- him. 
" 


In the Sunday school lesson this 


week, we see-this man in 
the 
climactic experience of his career, 
a gerafc.religious'.-revival .which he 
led among the Jews of Jerusalem 
Almost a hundred vears before a 
group of zealous Jews had, with 
the permission of Cyrus Itlng of 
Persia, returned to the ruined city 
of Jerusalem from which their par- 
ents and grandparents had been 
carried into exile. Since the exiles' 
return 
the 
city 
had" had 
its 
ups. and dow.ns, materially and 
spiritually 
• 


The revival arose in a time of 
spiritual depression. 
The people 
had lost their sense of the abiding 
presence of God in their -midst. 
There was a widespread heart 
hunger which resulted in an ap- 
peal on the part of the people that 
this learned scribe, Ezra, explain 
to them their duty to God. This 
spiritual awakening started, as all 
such movements should, fr6m the 
needs and aspirations of common 
folk.The Past Mirrored in Today. 
It. seems scarcely necessary to 
point out the coincidence of this 
situation with the life 'and • needs 
of 
today. 
Right, now, 
human 
hearts are hungrier than human 
stomachs. Our contemporary dis- 
satisfaction with life, which is so 
profound 
and widespread- is 
a 
surging up of humanity's oldest 
and . deepest desire. 
Men: 
and 
women want something more sat- 
isfying than 
food and material 
comforts 
and 
ingenious 
pleas- 
ures. 
Their Inarticulate cry is 


for peace and purpose and power 
in life. 
As St. Augustine 
once 
wrote: "Thou hast fashioned us 
for 
Thyself, 
O God, and 
our 
hearts are restless till they find 
their rest in thee." 
It is God- 
hunger which really alls 
the 


world. 
What an arousal of enthusiasm 


arid purpose that religious awak- 
ening became under the leader- 
ship of Ezra! 
Back to the Book. 
Its 
outstanding 
characeristlc 
was that it was a Bible-centered 
movement. 
Ezra preached 
the 


Bible to his listeners, and his as- 
sistants gathered them into small- 
er groups, answered the questions 
which were asked, and helped the 
people apply these truths to 
the 
iroblems of their dally life. 
In contrast with this, we en- 


counter one of the great weak 
nesses of much modern preach 
Ing and religious teaching. Thes 
may be skilled in phrases and 
filled with helpful quotations, bu 
often they are short on Blbllca 
facts, the variety which really 
make a 
difference 
In practlca 


living. 
They)j$ reflect what 
tain moderns think instead of 
'ing the thrilling story which co: 
stitutes the-"plot" of the Bible 
wherein we learn how God in His 
mercy has revealed Himself to 
man for the purpose of redeem 
ing. 
mankind and putting heav 
enly purpose "into the life of faith 
ful folk. There is more power in 
the telling of this Story than in 
all the clever phrases and philos- 
ophy of orators. 
Worse Than the Bomb. 


More 
deeply dangerous 
than 


any- 
of the present-day hazards 
which hang, over our heads like 
the sword of Damacles, are many 
of the prevalent ideas about God 
A generation untaught 
in the 
Scriptures is reaping a harves* 
of -wrong conceptions of the Deity 
some of them as nebulous as 
summer clouds; others as crazy 
as jungles ignorance. For a sane 
and saving sense of the saving 
power of Go'd, we must know the 
Scriptures.

McMahon made a cryptic ref- 
erence, on an 
NBC 
television 
show, to "nominal atomic bombs 
of the old-fashioned 
Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki type." 
He did not elaborate, but use 
of the word "nominal"—which 
he emphasized—added 
another 


bit to the growing 
evidence 


that A-bombs used in 
World 
War II have been .far surpass- 
ed in destructiveness. 
The first comprhensive official 
discussion of the untried art 
of 


"radiological 
warfare"—the 
tech- 
nique of killing or sickening per- 
sons by poisoning nuclear fission 
products—is contained in a gov- 
ernment book published over the 
week end. 


It 
is "The Effect of Atomic 
Weapons,'1 issued by the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 
While 
the 


book was prepared primarily to 
advise civilian defense 
agencies 
and the public about conditions 
to be expected under atomic at- 
tack, it also presented a report 
on present or possible future uses 
of various types of atomic weap- 
ons. 


The book covers both the ad- 
vantages and handicaps of radi- 
ological warfare, commonly call-, 


ed "RW," and leaves some doubt 
about how practicable thS weapon 
might be at its present stage uf 
development. 
It says an advantage of tho 


"RW" 
weapon Is its compact- 
ness—two pounds of one mater- 
ial could cause "serious harm'1. 
If spread uniformly over a Mnt- 
Iter area. But the problem would 
be to spread it uniformly. 
One of its bifreest potentialities 
is psychological; it can't be seen 
or smelled, thus becomes a "mys- 
tery weapon" to frighten popula- 
tions with the fear 
of unseen 
death. 


But "RW" material can't 
be 
stockpiled 
like conventional mu- 
nitions. 
It loses strength quickly 


and must be produced almost as 
used.

The size of today's ballot forcing 


the bill to a test indicated that It 
would pass Tuesday and go to the 
Senate. 


If It passes the senate, the bill 


then would have to get President 
Truman's approval before it be- 
came a law. 


The postal curtailment order was 


issued on April 17, almost 
one 


month after the House appropri- 
ations committee had suggested that 
the department try to save some 
money by cutting down on service, 
including "a reduction of the num- 
ber of deliveries per day to many 
areas." 


When it passed the general ap- 


propriations bill In May, the House 
upheld its appropriations commit- 
tee and chopped about $25.000,000 
from postal operating funds for the 
fiscal year 1951. 
There have been vtvious estimates 


as to how much money would be 
saved by the service reduction order. 
Rep. 
Canfield 
(R-NJ) 
told 
the 


House today the savings would not 
exceed- $25,000,000 a year, but Rep. 
Cox (D-Ga) put it at $70,000,000. 
The bill got to the house because

Risk Calculated In Najin Bombing

The United States has given Rua- 
sia a new and unmistakable token 
of its determination to fight the 
Korean war even at the risk of 
open Soviet intervention. 
A mission of American air torce 


superfortresses, in a strike on a 
North Korean city, slammed down 
more than 500 tons of bombs so 
close to Russian Siberia—17 miles 
—that the distant rumble of the 
attack probably was heard across 
the border. 
This week-end bombing mission 


the North Korean port citv of 


ajln 
was one of the most dar- 
ing and 
delicate operations of 


the war. 
The difference between put- 
ting bombs down on a Nurtli 
Korean target or, through acci- 
dent and error In navigation, hav- 


ing them fall on Soviet territory 
was u matter of about five min- 
utes flying time for a big forma- 
tion maneuvering at a speed of 
more than three miles a minute. 
But there was an even greater 
calculated risk. How would Rus- 
sia react to the appearance of 
American .planes,, bombed, and 
armed for combat, so close to her 
doorstep? 


Thorp was this to remember: 


On April 8, before there was anv 
shooting war anywhere and in a 
different part of the world, four 
Russian fighters shot down a Un- 
ited States navy patrol plane over 
the waters of the open Baltic. This 
attack occurred 
more than 
30 


miles from the nearest Russian 
territory, in an area supposedly 
free to sea or air navigation bv 
nnv nation, and was made when 
the United States was at war with 


no one. 


Moscow thereafter 
let It be 


known that more action of the 
same kind could be expected If 
foreign planes got too close to 
Its Iron curtain. 
Whatever the reason, there was 


no indication that the Soviet air 
force reacted to the Najin mission. 
Information received here said no- 
thing of the sighting by the bom- 
ber mission of non-American air- 
craft. 


All operations in the Korean war 


presumably are carried by direc- 
tion or approval of Gen. Douglas 
.MacArthur's Far Easten command. 
It in turn receives Us broad strat- 
egic directives from 
the 
joint 


chiefs of staff here. 
The

chiefs' 
strategy 
is, 
of 
course, 


geared to the high overall policy 
defined at diplomatic level.
